Dnely J did nothinge, but marke the yonge ccuple, 
after that the Dzacle ſpake of T heagenes, doinge ſatri⸗ 
ſice in the temple, and by coniecture of their names, 


was moued to ſuſpecte that, which after ſhoulde come 


to paſſe, pet J knewe nothinge exquilitlp, ot᷑ that whiche 
was ſignified inthe latter parte of the anſwere. Eut 
after that. at length, and as it were by fozce, I heagenes 
was withdzawne from the mayde, and with his 5 
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Bs ſct fire onthe altar, the pompe was bꝛoken vppe, and 
the Theflahans went to banketting, 4 al theother pro; 
ple wentenery man to his owne houſe. Cariclia alſo 
putting on a white cloke, with a fewe of her familiars, 
wente into her owne chamber, whiche was within the 
compaſſe'ofthe Temple, oz ſhe dwelled not with her 
ſupyoſed Father, but altogether ſeparated her ſeife 
from him, that ſhee might not bee diſſuaded from her 
purpoſe. A being nowe made moꝛe curious, by reaſon 
of that J had heard, and ſeene, came to meete Caricles of 
ſet purpoſe. Who aſked me, ſawe you Cariclia,my | 
toye,and the hononr of the people of Delphi? This 
was not the firſte ttme(quoth J) but Jſawe her befoze; 
as ofte as the people reſoꝛted tothe Temple, not as one 
that ſtode a farre off, as the pꝛouerbe is, but ſher 
done ſacrifice foneather withme, and if ſhe dou 
of any pointe , either of Dinine, oꝛ humane matters, 
ſhe would aſke mee, and J tolde her. Howe liked you 
her at this time, quoth he? Did ſhee ſet foꝛth this bꝛaue 
ſight any whit: Parry Spꝛ Caricles(quoth J) pou ſeeme 
toafke mee, whithcr the Bone do exceede any whitte 
the leſſer Starres . They pꝛaiſed, ſaide he, the Theſla- 
lian young man, giuing him the ſecond place after her, 
yea and the thirde to,quethe J. But in deede they acs 
knowledged youre daughter to bo the pꝛintipall ſhewe 
vea, and the very eye of the pompe. Caricles was well 
pleaſed with this (and J beganne now to dꝛawe tothe 
purpoſe , eſpeciallp deſiring that he woulde be of gad 
harte. and doubte nothing) who ſmilinge a little ſaide, 
Iqoe to her nowe, and ik it pleaſe vou, gee wyth me, 
and let vs ſee, whether this greate companie hathe 
biene any thing noyſome vnto her. J was verie glad 
ok this requeſt, pet 4 made as though, 3 had other buli 
nelle to doe: but was contente to leaue that, and gee 
with him. After we came where ſhe was, and hadde

After J had gone a little wap, ſawe an olds 
man which was a fiſher, that ſatte mending his b2oken 
nettes, be foʒe his doꝛe. A came to him, and ſaide gas 
man God ſaue vou, and tel me J pꝛay vou, where a man 
map getſe lodging: He anſweared me: it was rente a⸗ 
boute a pzomonto2te hereby, being lette ſlippe bppona 
rocke, which they ſawe not.

gladly,andlette us haue the warmer part of thehouſe,, TS enn 
ly we were very wel at the firſt, and had god le ⸗· 
re, to conferre whole dates together, and when wee 
ſhauld ſleppe, Cariclia wente to bedde with the nurſe, in 
one place, by ber ſelfe, and J with 7%eageres lay in ano⸗ 
ther. Tyrrhinut and his childꝛen in a parlour alſo alone 
take their reſte Ma did eate at one table all, and 
ſuch thinges as were needefull, wee pꝛouided of our 
done coſte, beũde fiſhe which Tyrhenus toke in the ſea, 
as he woulde ſametime fiſhe alone: ſometime wer 
woulde helpe him at leaſure.

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beede what you do fo? as muche as this ſhameful facte, 
vſuall to t hem, is enterpꝛiſed fo2 you, oz rather foz your 
dauchter , The Goddes (quoth J to him)giue you ſuch 
thankes foz theſe tidinges, as you deſerue. But Tyr7he- 
u, howe vnderſtode you thefe thinges By reaſon

ieſtes rurned to tell them this fo2 a tale, andknewe not that he fans 
to good ear, trueth, But the windes and weather were ſoze again 
nee as e v lo that the ſea was very rough, and wer in a greate | 
: tempeſt, very neare to be caſte awap,yet at length when 
wee had loſte halfe our rudder, and bzoken the moſt part 
of our ſaile yardes, wee arriued in a certaine harboure | 
of Crete. We thought it god therfoze to farry there ter 
taine daies,aſwell to repayꝛe our ſhippe, as alfoto eat 
our ſelues. When theſe thinges were done, it was q 
pointed that wee ſhoulde laile, the firſte monday alter 
the chaunge of the mane, we were caried into the de 
ſcas,with the Caſterly winde, a day and a nighte, and 
our maiſter directed our hulke to the coaſt. of 4phriquy, | 
Feoꝛ he ſaide that if the winde blewe, and wer kepte | * 
Alraight courſe, wee might paſſe the maine ſea, ande 
made all haſte poſſible to come to the maine lande, n 
into ſome hauen,foz the barke which he ſawe out of the 
pupe was a pyꝛate. Foz ener ſithence wee loſedfrom 
the pzomontozy of Crete, he followeth vs, andneuerde 
clineth one iotte from our courſe,but purſueth our 
as if it wet our voiage with vs:foz J haue perceiued 
diuerſe times, when J turned about of purpoſe dur ſhip 
from his right courſe, that hath alſo turned. When hv 
had ſaide this, ſume were moued, and erhozted the rette 
to make them ready to defence, but ſome made light 
thereof, Saying that the ſhozter ſhippes might well o⸗ 
uertake ſuch as are greater,foz that they know by mon 
experience the certainety of their way.

But ol his own men he appointed ſome ko make 
a damme at the entrance of Mus, into his ditche, and 
other ſome to turne the water an other wap, that ſo the 
water (if there came no moꝛe in) might be the ſuner a⸗ 
uoided out of the ſpace betwene S ene, and them, and the 
harder to trauel in. They beganne the wozke a litle as 
they were commaunded and woulde haue pzoceeded the 
nerte day, but then they could do no moze becauſe of the 
nighte that came vpon them. Moꝛeouer they that were 
in the citie ſought al meanes they coulde to ſaue them 
ſelues, and were al comfoꝛted with this health that was 
pꝛomiſed them vnloked foz. And thoſe that made the 
mine vnderneath the grounde, dzewe ſomewhat neare 
to the enimies ditche : whiche thinge they geſſed, be- 
cauſe they toke the meaſure of the ſpace with a line, o⸗ 
ther ſet pꝛoppes to ſkay vpthe walles, which thing they 
mighte eaſily do, becauſe of the ſtones when the wall 
fell inwarde . Yet when they had donne all that they 
could, and thought them ſelues in ſafetic,they were not 
a litle troubled, but about midnight a great parte cf 
the «/£:hiopians beganne to digge beſoꝛe night ( whether 
it were becauſe the grounde was loſe, and not thicke y- 
nough where the damme was made, and ſo the founda⸗ 
tid was thꝛoughly wetted:02 els by reaſdõ that the woꝛ⸗ 
kemenlefte ſome empty place in the ground, and there⸗ 
foꝛe it decaied:oꝛ whether the water came into 5 place,

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where was not grytte ynough laicd, when the wozke- 
men were gone, and ſo the damme wasbzoken, by rea, |. 
fon that water did increaſe andſwell,oz whither a man 
may iudge it the pꝛouidence of God. bꝛake t made ſuch a a 
noiſe, which ſo abaſhed them, that they knewe not wat ti 
was hapned, hut both þ «£:hi0p:ans, & Syenians thought 
that the moſte parte ofthe walles was fallen downe. 
They which were in the tentes, kepte them ſelues cloſe, 
betcauſe they were well, and thought they ſhould knowe 
what it was in moꝛning. But y cifezins went rounde 
aboute vpon the walles,x ſcing that al was well there, 
they thought that their enimies had had ſome miſhappe, 
vntill p moꝛning toke away al this doubt, & the bzeache 
was eſpied, the water ſoudainly auoided. Then did the 
e/Eth:opians dumme vp the entrie of their difche, 4 made 
_ flonde gates of wadde,andlaid many thouſande loades 
of earth therein, whiche they fetched as well from the 
lande, as by water in their boates, and thus wente the 
water away at length pet could neither ol them come ta 
the other: foz the earth was couered with a thick mud, 
and vnder that whiche ſeemed to be dꝛie at the toppe, 
there was muche wetneſſe, which as well decetued men 
as hoꝛſes. So they paſſed their time two oz thꝛe dayes, 
and in token of peace the people of Syene ſette open their 
gates, and the Æthiopiant laide a ſide their armoure. 
And ſo was there a truce, pet came theynot together, 
neither was there kepte watche and warde with either 
ol them.

tinuaunce of mans life (as fo2 the other elementes, they 
depend vppon theſe, and are where ſo euer theſe be) and

tzey derme that moiſture p2occedeth from Mia, and 


dꝛyneſſe from the earth: but this euery ma knoweth al⸗ 
ſo. Mary their diuines ſap, that the earth is I, and 
Nylus is Oſiris, giuing to either a newe name. Therefoꝛe 
the Goddeſſe is very deſirous of his companie, and reioi⸗ 


ceth wen he is with her, but lowzeth when he is abſenf, 
as if ſome vnhappy blaſte by lightning had touched her. 


This tale haue the ſkilful men in natures ſecretes diui⸗ 
ſed, becauſe as J thinke, they would not make pꝛophane 
perſons pꝛiuie of the ſecrecies conteined therein: but 


they inſtructe thoſe that are deſirous to knowe theſe pꝛi⸗ 
uities in their veſfery by candle tighte . And lette this 


ſuffice to be ſpoken at this time, by the leaue of the gods, 
as fo: the greate ſecretes they ſhal not be reueled fo re⸗ 
uerenceſake.* Nowe let vs pꝛocede o2derly with that 
which was done aboute Syene. When the feaſte of M- 
lu was tome, the inhabitantes fell to killing of beaſtes, 


and to do ſacrifice,andfoz all that their bodies were bus 


ſied with their pꝛeſente perilles, yet their mindes, as 
muche as they might , were godly diſpoſed. Oroondares 
waiting his time, when the Senta, were faſte a lleepe 
after their feaſting, conueyed his army pꝛiuily eut,foz 
he had ſecretely giuen the Perſſant warning befoze, at 
what houre and whiche gate he woulde goe fao2th, eue⸗ 
rie decurion was charged to leaue all their hoꝛſes and 
other tattell behinde, that they mighte not trouble them 
in their way, noꝛ make a noiſe, whereby that they did 
ſhoulde be diſcouered, but enery man to take his ar⸗ 
moure, and a boꝛde, oꝛ plancke vnder his arme 

When they were come together, as he had commaun⸗

knew of this eſcape, ſuſpectinge the ſame foꝛ that enery 
man miſled the Perſan that was lodged in his houſe, 


and coulde not heare of them, and by the bꝛidge whiche 
they ſawe beloꝛe the towne. Then was the citie in 


great feare againe, and loked fo2 gricnous puniſhment 


foꝛ this ſeconde iniury, becauſe they had ſhewed them 


ſelues ſo vnfaithfull, to let the Perſſans eſtape, after they 


had founde ſuche clemencie at the Aethiopians handes, 
Wrherefo2e they determined euery man to go out of the 
citie, and peelde them ſelues to the Aethiopiant, and by 
othe to confirme their ignoꝛaunte, if happilp they maye 
moue them to pitie. When all of euery age were come 
together, and had taken boughes in their hands, to de⸗ 


clare their lowlinefle and humilitie, and with tapers 
burninge carried all their Goddes, and holp images in 


token of peace, æ were come ouer that bꝛidge to the Ac- 


thiopi am, they fell vpon their knees and ſate a farre off, 


t gaue al at once a ſoʒrowful + lamentable crie, crauing 


in humble ſoꝛte the foꝛgrueneſſe of their offence: and to 
obtaine it the rather, they lated their infantes befo2e 


them, ſufferinge them to goe whither they would, ſo al⸗ 


ſuaginge the wzathe of the Aethnopians with their age,

aus llighte, their innocencie, the high feaſt of the coun- 
trie, and howe that they pꝛiuily ſlipte away while they 
were buiſie in the ſeruice ol their God, and whe they had 
banquetted, and were fallen aſleepe. Whereas perhaps 


— on had ſeene them being without armour, they ſhuld

Whe H ydaſpes heard this he ſuſpected(as thetroth was 
in dedeithat Oroondates would do ſomwhat to entrap, 
and hurte him. Mherefoꝛe he ſent onely foꝛ the pꝛieſts, 
t when he had woꝛſhipped the Goddes of greateſt pꝛice, 
he aſked them if they coulde inkourme him of any thinge 
that they meante to do, and whither they were gone, 
and wherein was their greateſt truſte, Thep anſwea⸗ 
red that they knewe nothing certainely ; mary they der⸗ 
med that he was gone to E/pharima, where the chiefe 
ſtrength of his army lap, and that Oroondates beffe truſt 
was in his barde hazſes. Ulhen they had ſaide thus, 
they deſired him to goe into the towne as his owne and 
to take from them all his diſpleaſure Wnt H1d4/pes

Oro 
dates muſtered a greate army at EHphantina, but when 
be ſawe that the At hiopiaus were ſo nere, and he lo⸗ 
ked not fo2 them ſo ſane, he was fozced to take Sen 
with a fewe ſouldiers, where he incloſed on euerp live, 
foz al! that he ſued foꝛ ſafetie, and obtained if accozding | 
to Hydaſpes pyomiſe, vet was he the failefte man aliue, 
who anten two Perſians to goe duer with the thin. 
ans, vnder toloure that they ſhoulde inquire, andknowe 
howe they of Ehphantina woulde make peace with H. 
daſpes, but in deede to vnderſtande whither they abs 
them ſelues ready to battaile, if he by any meanes could 
ceſcape, whiche fraudulent, and guilefull deuiſe he put 
then in pꝛactiſe. And when he founde them well pꝛou⸗ 
ded, he leadde them fozth ſtraight, and pꝛotracted no 
time till he came to his enimies, putting all his hope in 
ce ler itie, if he might take his enimies vnpꝛouided.

On the other ũde was a great 
ſboute of the people, that ſaide plainely nothing that
